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THE LITTLES 


The Little family under study was in North Carolina before the 
Revolution, Apparently the Littles, and also contributing lines of 
Rameay, Grahem, and McNeill, were all of purely Scotch origin, and 
lived among a large number of Scotch immigrants who, in the 1700's, 
fied their country on account of their troubles with England, 

According to family tradition a mumber of our early ancestors 
were participants in the American Revolution, and names found in 
research indicate this to be true. However at this writing we do not 
have documentation of this matter so that it can be included in our 
story. 

After the Revolution, as the Indian lands were acquired and opened 
for white settlement, there began a great migration from the eastern 
states to the West and Southwest, The Littles, the Grahams, and the 
MeNeills joined in this movement, and we have record of the arrival 
of these people in southeast Mississippi from 1816 on into the 1820's, 
In the census of 1816, taken preparatory to forming the Mississippi 
Territory into states, Zachariah Graham and Rebert Graham ane listed 
as heads of families in the original Wayne County. (apparently their 
femilies were waiting in Alabsma until a definite homestead was located; 
Catherine, first child of Angus and Susannah G. McNeill was born in 
Alabama in 1815 or 1816.) The Grahams and McNeills were in Wayne County, 
Mississippi, near the present town of Waynesbere before 1819, 

The Littles arrived in southeast Mississippi about the year 1823, 
according te Goodspeed. 


ALEXANDER LITTLE 


As stated, our family of Littles was in North Carolina, before 
the Revolution; &nd, Alexander Little is the first man ofWe have 
definite recerd. Alexander Little and his wife, who was Katie 
Ramsay, lived in Robeson County, North Carolina, during the period 
of the Revolution, The only child for whom we have a definite date 
of birth its Dunean, whe was bern Octeber 6, 1783, Our reeords show 
that Alexander and Katie Little had seven children; five of whom 
gaane to Mississippi, twe staying in North Garolina. Alexander and 
Katie did not come with the children in their migration, but after 
the children were settled in Myssissippi they came tee, locating in 
Greene County about the year 1827. Alexander did net live long after 
coming to Mississippi; he died in 1830 or 1838, and is buried in 
Greene County. After Alexander died, Katie went up into Newton 
County where seme of the children had settled.

Dunean Little, sen of Alexander and Katie RB. Little, was born 
in Robeson County, North Carolina, October 16, 1783. He married 
Catherine McNeill, who also was born in Robeson County in 1783, on 
June 22. They were married in 1809. 

In the early 1820's Duncan and Catherine, with some of their 
brothers and sieters, and neighbors and friends, joined in the 
great migration to the southwest and brought their families ta 
settle in the newly opened Indian lands of southeast Mississippi, 
loeating in the area of Wayne and Greene Counties; Soon, more land 
was available to the north of there, md some of the settlers moved 
upinto Newton and Kemper and Noxubee counties. 

If Dunean Little went to Newton Caynty he did not stay long, and 
he was soon over in Simpson County, settling about three miles 
northeast of the present town of Magee. 

Bible reeords show that Dunean and Catherine Little had eleven 
ehildren; all born in North Caroline except the last two or three, 
Many deseendants of thie family still live in this area. Duncan 
Little died July 7, 1831. Catherine lived until October, 1859, 

The writer hag no reeord of their burial place.

Neill MeNeill Little, sixth child and third son of Dunean Little 
was born October 16, 1815, in Robeson County, North Carolina, ang ’ 
came with his parents and family to goutheast Mississippi in the 
1820's, loeating first in Wayme or Greene County and later moving up 
into Newton County. 

About 1837, Neill McNeill Little married Flora MeNeill, who had 
come with her family into the adjoining county of Kemper the year 
before, Flora MeNeill was born December 20, 1881, in Wayne County 
Mississippi; her people, the Grahams and MeNeills from North Carolina 
having settled there in early days. : 

Neiil and Flora Little lived in Newton County for a number of 
years, Their first two children were born in Newton County, and 
possibly the third also. In the 1840's a number of their kin 
moved from Newton and Kemper counties baek southward into Jasper 
Smith, Simpgon, and other counties, About 1846 Neill moved hip 
family down into Jasper County, where he died, November 4, 1848, 


He is turied in Hickory Grove Cemetery. 
Flora's sister, Caroline, and her fusband Nicholas Davis, lived 


nearby, at Rose Hail, and after Neill died Flora and her three little 
ehildren went to live with the Davie family. After a few years, 
Flora married Ben Graham, and after bearing him a son, William 
Graham, died on April 6, 1854, Flora is tried in the cemetery at 
old Beaver Dam Chureh, near Vossburg, in Jasper County. Years after- 
ward her gon, the Rev, Duncan A, Little, had a stone plaeed-on her 
a Pa stone was put in place just a few days before he died, 
in 1894, ; 

After Flora's marriage the children continued to live with 
the Davis famtly, the two girls later went to live with some of 
Neill's people in Simpson County,

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THOMAS JEFFERSON LITTLE 


Thomas Jefferson Little was born about 1832/35 in Mississippi and died 13 May 1898 in 
Webster County, Mississippi. He was a circus performer (clown, tight-wire walker, and 
ventriloquist), a brickmason, a Baptist preacher, a Methodist preacher, and a farmer. His 
parents may have been a William S. and Mary Parker Little. Mary Little of Hinds County, 
Mississippi is listed in the 1850 Mississippi with a son named Thomas J who was seventeen 
years old. Mary was probably the daughter of Benjamin Parker. 


Parson Little, as he was called, married my great grandmother, Martha Jane Wright, 14 
March, 1881, in Calhoun City, MS. Their first child was my grandfather, Shem Paul Little 
(1882-1954). Other children were Jenny Lind (or Lynn), Shakespeare, Ollie Mae, Lena, 
Willie, Elzy Van, and Mary Belle. Mr. Little built chimneys in Webster County and always 
performed for the neighborhood children when the chimney was finished.He was a small 
man and wore a size 3 shoe. The family thought that he might have been a part of P. T. 
Barnum’s Circus because he named his first daughter, Jenny Lind. The circus museum in 
Sarasota, Florida has no records of him. 


Family legend says that Thomas Jefferson was married before he married Martha Jane. 
He supposedly had five children but obtained a divorce from his wife because she had an 
affair with a school teacher. The 1870 Census of Marion Co MS lists a Thomas J Little who 
was a brickmason. His wife was Clara, a school teacher, and he had three children - Perry ? 
F 8, Romeo 5, and Leo 2. I also have a preaching license issued 1869 at the Ebenezer 
Baptist Church in Covington Co MS and this was given to me by his daughter Ollie Mae. 
This church was in the vicinity of Marion County but church records show a membership 
for him - no family. I also have the original elder’s certificate issued for the Methodist 
Free Church in 1892. This certificate authorized him to fulfill the functions of a minister 
in the Methodist Church. He had a trunk with pictures, etc. about his first marriage, but 
Grandmother Martha looked in it and when he found out that she had pried, he loaded 
up the trunk and shipped it off. 


I cannot find him on the 1880 Census of Mississippi nor can I find his wife Clara or any 
of these children of the first marriage. I have certificates for several Thomas J. Littles who 
served in the War Between the States but I do not know which might be the correct one. 


Who was Thomas Jefferson Little? Where was he between 1870 and 1881? What 
happened to the children of his first marriage? Where did he ship the trunk?

Duncan Alexander Little, son of Neill McNeill and Flora Little, 
was born in Newton County, Mississippi, October 10, 1845, 

Duncan had two sisters; Cherella Catherine, sometimes Called 
"“Ghairley", older than he, and Mary Caroline, A year youngerthan he, 

In 1848, when Duncan was only three years old, his father died. 
At that time they had moved from Newton County, and were living in 
Jasper County, near Paulding. His mother's sister, Caroline McNeill 
had married Nicholas Davis and lkved near by, and after her hugband 
died Flora Little and her three little children went there to lives, 
After a few years Flora married Ben Graham, and after bearing him a 
son, William Graham, died in 1854, 

Duncan's sisters apparently went over into Simpson County to live 
with some of their father's people, near Magee. Cherella married 
William Haley, and Mary Caroline married Mark Parker, and they both 
lived at or near Herriseville. 

Duncan continued to live with Nicholas and Caroline Davis, and 
came to regard "Uncle Nicky and Aunt Caroline" almost ag his own 
parents. The Davie family were good, honest, God fearing people. 
Being brought up as he was, by the Davis family, Duncan became 
somewhat detached from his Little kin, so that his own family knew 
little of them until years later, 

As a boy Duncan was called "Bud", but all his adult life he was 
Known as "Alac" Little. We do not have much specific information 
regarding his boyhood; he learned to work as did the other boys of 
hia day, and he had such education as could be gotten from the 
schools of that time. He always had a desire to study and learn. 

About 1855, John Jacob Sheeley brought his family from Alabama 
to Jasper County, and Alec begame acquainted with his daughter, 
Frances Penelope Sheeley, the girl he would marry, after the war 
when he wag 3 prown man, Frances Penelope Sheeley was born in 
Autauga County, Alabama, April 20, 1846, 

After Seceasion, in 18651, the War Between the States began. The 
atruggle became intense, the call for volunteers took moat of the 
able bodied men, and yet the call went out for etill more men, 
Conscription began to take heads of families, and Uncle Nicky Davis 
wag Called to go. Now Uncle Nicky had a large family to care for; 
besides a wife and nine children, there were grandmother Susannah 
McNeill and Duncan, So, Duncan decided that he would go ag Uncle 
Nicky's gsubstitute, and so, before he wag quite sixteen years old 
he was off to the war, He enlisted in the Confederate army, July 17, 
1861, as a volunteer, Company G, Eighth Mississippi Regiment, Army 
of Tennessee, Captain John White, General Joseph £, Johnson, He 
served with this unit continually until he was wounded in the fight- 
ing aroun’ &Ktlanta in 1864, On July 80, 1864; in the battle of 
Peach Tree Creek, near Atlanta, Ga., a “minnie ball" so shattered 
his left arm that it had to ve taken off nbove the elbow, All during 
the war Alec carried a small Bible in his coat pocket. Whenhe wag 
wounded this Bible became soaked with hig blood, and it is now 
preserved among the family souvenirga, 

Arg goon as his arm was sufficiently healed, Alec returned to 
Jssper County, He had left home in 1862 a boy, «and returned late 
in 1864 aman, His hard experiences had given him a mature courage 
and implanted within him a sober judgement; but withal, he possessed 
those qualities of good humor and confidence that rounded out a 
noble character,

His mother was Dicey (Scott) Lipscomb, a native of the Old 
Dominion, and cousin of Gen. Winfield Scott. Thomas A. Lipscomh, father of the subject of 
this sketch, was a native of Mississippi, and was reared and educated in his native state, 
graduating from Oakland college in 1851. He has been a plantor the principal part of his 
life, and has been fairly successful. He has been married twice, first in 1852, to Miss Telula 
Montgomery, a native of Mississippi, who bore him one child, William M., now deceased, and 
the second time in 1856, to Miss Mary Newland, a native of Missisippi also and the daughter 
of Rev. John H. Newland, of the Blue Grass state, who founded the first Christian church in 
Mississippi. The fruits of this union were six children, viz.: John Newland, William M., 
Magyie L., Frank A., and two not named. Mr. Lipscomb was in the Confederate army for a 
short time, but was not in active service. He was dotailed to remain homo and raise supplies 
for the soldiers. Mr. Lipscomb is one of Madison county’s much-esteemed citizens, and in a 
liberal contributor to all worthy movements. He and his wife are members of the Christian 
church, and he is democratic in his political principles. His eldest son, John N., attained his 
growth and received his education in his native state, and began for himself at the age 
of sixtoon with no capital.

Church History 


From humble and modest beginnings Caswell Springs United Methodist 
Church originated in 1875 at its present location in Wade, Mississippi. Pioneer 
members of the faith had previously gathered at camp meetings until becoming 
part of the East Pascagoula Circuit and constructing their own church. C.F. 
Gillespie was presiding elder and Benjamine Jones was pastor in charge. It was 
recorded that Reverend Jones chose for his first sermon a topic from the 14th 
Chapter of Second Chronicles. During Jones' ministry he helped work on the 
small one-room church that was furnished with homemade benches and heated 
by a wood burning stove.
